Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

Seceriox 1, That if any person or persons shall, at any
time hereafter, willingly and intentionally, or aegligently
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and carelessly set on fire, or canse to be set on fire, any
woods, prairi%s or other grounds whatsoever in any part off::fidn;?m:;f
this State, every persen so offending shall forfeit and pay edexcostbrne-
not less than five dollars nor more than one hundred dollarg; Hee—penalty
Provided, That thig section shall not extend to ary person
who shall set on fire, or cause to be set on fire, any woods or
praivie adjoining his or her own farm or enclosure, for the nec-
essary protection thereof from accident by five, by giving to his
or her neighbors one days notice of such intention; Provided
further, That in case the neighbora come together and par-
ticipate in the burning of any wood, prairies or grounds, the
notice specified in tlis section shall not be necessary or
given; Provided, alse, That this seotion shall not be construed
to take away any civil remedy, which any person may be en-
titled to for any injury which may be done or received in
congequence of guch firing,
Sec. 2. The penalties provided in the foregoing section
shall be recoverad by action of debt, before any Justice of
the Peace in the county where such offence shall have been penaitr—mancer
committed, upon complaint of any legal voter residing in the of recoverr
county where such offience has been committed.
Skc. 8. Itshall be the duty of any person who shall have
any knowledgo of guch off2nce, or of any legal voter of the prosscation by
county in which such offence has been committed, to prose-mﬂi‘;’“‘
cute such offender in the name of the State of Minnesota, and* ™
ali fines and penalties so recovered, shall be applied to the
uge and support of the public schools in the townsghip in
which such offence shall have been committed,
Seo. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.
Sec. 5. This Act shall take effect from and after its pas-
sage. .
